The car will have a kitchen und
the lunch counter will run around
the sides.

the range to the customer."

1M- -
ision Superintendent Geiger s.ud
hat he had no information on it.

The report, however, comes from
the San Francisco headquarters, it
is said, and is authentic.

The only cars of this description
being maintained in the United
States, says Geiger, are on the cir-
cus trains. Thev'are owned hv the
proprietors of the big shows and
are for the accommodation of the
erformers and other employes.

The examination car is not only
a place where examinations are
held, but Is, also devoted to giv
ing instructions to men in charge
of trains. When a man is found
who is not thoroiiErhlv
with the rules of the company he is
required to return to the car for
instruction and further examination
until he has perfected himself.!

If an engineer or conductor fails
to visit the car when' it is at his
headquarters, he is required to fol-
low up the car to its next stopping
place and go through the paces.
There is no escaping the ordeal, no
dodging the work.

It requires two hours to traverse
the full length of the car about
70 feet. The class of Sacramento
business men will go in one door
and emerge at the other end. They
will be shown by actual' experience
what the examination is for, and
what relation it bears to the safety
of the public in he operation of
trains by men who are capable of
passing the examinations!

Among the new copper properties

pany for the reduction of 250,000
tons of ore, 10,000 tons of which
are, to be delivered each month, and.
several other companies are endeav
oring to contract with this smelter.
Consequently, it is anticipated that
the smelter will be able to run at
full capacity almost from the start.
